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ABSTRACT 
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Foreword 



On behalf of the National Education Goals Panel, 1 am pleased to present the 1995 National Education Goals Report, the fifth in 
a series of annual reports to measure progress toward the Naticmal Education Goals through the year 2000. The 1995 Goals 
Report consists of four documents, the Core Report, the Natioml and State Data Volumes and the Executive Summary. The Core 
Report focuses on apprt)ximately two dozen core indicators to convey to parents, educators, and policymakers how far we are from 
achievement of the Goals and what we must do in order to reach our destination. The Natiorial and State Data Volumes include 
additional comprehensive sets of measures to describe our progress at the national level and the amouni of progress that individ- 
ual states have made against their iiwn baselines. The fourth document, the Executive Summary, condenses this information and 
presents it in a format suitable for all audiences. 

This year marks the halfway point between 1990, the year that President Bush and the nation's Governors established the 
National Education Goals, and our target date for achieving them, the year 2000. While the nation and states have made encour- 
aging progress in mathematics achievement; participation in Advanced Placement examinations in core areas such as English, 
mathematics, science, and history-; and early prenatal care, there is still work to be done in other areas. 

What must we do to accelerate our progress? Otie essential step is tor schools and families to form strong partnerships to 
improve education. This year's Core Report and Executive Summary focus on the essential role that families play in helping to 
achieve the National Education Goals and suggest ways in which schools can involve them in partnerships to increase our 
chances of reaching our targets. They also highlight promising family involvement practices in several schools that have been 
recognized for their programs. The four schools profiled are Katy Elementary School in Katy, Texas; Sarah Scott Middle School in 
Terre Haute, hidiana; Booker T Washington Elementary School in Champaign, Illinois; and Kettering Middle School in Upper 
Marlboro, Maryland. These schools were selected as the winners of the 1995 Strong Families, Strong Schools Most Promising 
Practices Competition sponsored by Scholastic, Inc., Apple Computer, the U.S. Secretary of Education, and the National Educa- 
tion Goals Panel. The students, families, and staff in these schools and communities are to be congratulated on their success.

GOAL 1: Ready to Learn 

By the year 2000, all children in America will start school ready to learn. 
Objectives: 

■ All children will have access to high-quality and developmentally appropriate 
preschool programs" that help prepare children for school. 

■ Every parent in the United States will he a child's first teacher and devote 

time each day to helping such parent s preschool child learn, and parents will have 
access to the training and support parents need. 

■ Children will receive the nutrition, physical activity experiences, and health care 
needed to arri\'e at school with healthy minds and bodies, and to maintain the mental 
alertness necessary' to be prepared to learn, and the number of low-birthvveight babies 
will be significantly reduced through enhanced prenatal health systems. 

Goal 2: School Completion 

By the year 2000, the high school graduation rate will increase to at least 90 percent 
Objectives: 

■ The Nation must dramatically n.\luce its school dropout rate, and 75 
percent c^f the students who dc^ dr<^p out will successfully complete a 
high schcu^l degree c^r its equivalent. 

■ The gap in high school graduation rates between American students from minority 
backgrounds and their non-minority counterparts will be eliminated. 
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Goal 3: Student Achievement and Citizenship 



By the year 2000, all students will leave grades 4, 8, and 12 having demonstrated compe- 
tency over challenging subject matter including English, mathematics, science, foreign 
languages, civics and government, economics, arts, history, and geography, and every 
school in America will ensure that all students learn to use their minds well, so they may 
be prepared for responsible citizenship, further learning, and productive employment in 
our Nations modern economy 

Objectives: 

■ The acadtMnic performance ot all students at the elementar\' and seaMidar\' level will 
increase significantly in every qiiartile, and the distribution of minority students in each 
quartile will move closely reflect the student population as a whole. 

B The percentage o\ all students who demonstrate the ability to reason, sok e problems, 
apply knowledge, and write and communicate effectively will increase substantially. 

■ All students will be invi^lved in activities that pn^mote and demonstrate good 
citizenship, good health, con^munity service, and personal responsibility. 

■ All students will have access to physical education and health educatimi to ensure 
they are healthy and tit. 

■ The percentage t^f all students who are ctnnpetent in nuire than one language will 
substantially increase. 

■ All students will be kncnvledgeable aUnit the diverse cultural heritage ot this Nation 
and about the world community. 

Goal 4: Teacher Education and Professional Development 

By the year 2000, the Nation's teaching force will have access to programs for the contin- 
ued improvement of their professional skills and the opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
and skills needed to instruct and prepare all American students for the 
next century. 

Objectives: 

■ All teachers will have access lo preservice teacher educatitm and contn^uing 
professional development activities that will provide such teachers with the knmvledge 
and skills needed to teach to ai\ increasingly diverse student population with a variety 
of educatiotial, social, and health needs. 

■ All teachers will have ci^ntinuing opportunities to acquire addititM^al knmvledge and 
skills needed to teach challet^ging subject tnatter and to use emergirig new inetluKls, 
fortns i>f assessment, and technok^gies. 

■ States and schiH^l districts will create integrated strategies to attract, recruit, 
prepare, retn\in, aiul suppi^rt the cimiinued professional deveK^pment oi teachers, 
administrators, atid other educati^rs, sc^ that there is a highly talented work force of 
professional educators to teach challenging subject matter. 



Partnerships will be established, whenever possible^ among local educational agencies, 
institutions of higher education^ parents, and local labor, business, and professional 
associations to provide and support programs for the professional development of 
educators. 




Goal 5: Mathematics and Science 

By the year 2000, United States students will be first in the world in mathematics and sci- 
ence achievement 

Objectives: 

■ Mathematics and science education, including the metric system of measurement, will 
be strengthened throughout the system, especially in the early grades. 

■ The number of teachers with a substantive background in mathematics and science, 
including the metric system of measurement, will increase by 50 percent. 

■ The number of United States undergraduate and graduate students, especially women 
and minorities, who complete degrees in mathematics, science, and engineering will 
increase significantly. 




Goal 6: Adult Literacy and Lifelong Learning 

By the year 2000, every adult American will be literate and will possess the knowledge 
and skills necessary to compete in a global economy and exercise the rights and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship. 

Objectives: 

■ Every major American business will be involved in strengthening the connection 
between education and work. 

■ All workers will have the opportunity to acquire the knowledge and skills, from basic 
to highly technical, needed to adapt to emerging new technologies, work methods, and 
markets through public and private educational, vocational, technical, workplace, or 
other programs. 

■ The number of quality programs, including those at libraries, that arc designed to serve 
more effectively the needs of the growing number of part-time and midcareer students 
will increase substantially. 

■ The proportion of the qualified students, especially minorities, who enter college, 
who complete at least two years, and who complete their degree programs will 
increase substantially. 

■ The proportion of college graduates who demonstrate an advanced ability to think 
critically, communicate effectively, and solve problems will increase substantially. 

■ SchcH)ls, in implementing comprehensive parent involvement programs, will offer more 
adult literacy, parent training and lifelong learning opportunities to improve the ties 
between home and school, and enhance parents' work and home lives. 
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Goal 7: Safe, Disciplined, and Alcohol- and 
Drug-free Schools 

By the year 2000, every school in the United States will be free of drugs, violence, and the 
unauthorized presence of firearms and alcohol and will offer a disciplined environment 
conducive to learning. 

Objectives: 

■ Even' school will implement a firm and fair policy on use, possession, 
and distribution of drugs and alcohol. 

■ Parents, businesses, governmental and community organizatitins will work together to 
ensure the rights of students to study in a safe and secure environment that is free of 
drugs and crime, and that schools provide a healthy environment and are a safe haven 
for all children. 

■ Every local educational agency will develop and implement a policy to ensure that all 
schools are free (^f violence and the unauthorized presence of weapons. 

■ Every local educational agency will develop a sequential, comprehensive kindergarten 
through twelfth grade drug and alcohol prevention education program. 

■ Drug and alcohol curriculum should be taught as an integral part of sequential, 
comprehensive health education. 

■ Community^based teams should be organized to provide students and teachers with 
needed support. 

■ E\ >?ry school should work tc^ eliminate sexual harassment. 

Goal 8: Parental Participation 

By the year 2000, every school will promote partnerships that will increase parental 
involvement and participation in promoting the social, emotional, and academic growth 
of children. 

Objectives: 

■ Every State will deveK>p policies to assist schools and local educaticuial agencies 
to establish programs for increasing partnerships that respond to the varying needs of 
parents and the home, including parents of children who are disadvantaged or bilingual 
or parents of children with disabilities. 

■ Ever>' school will actively engage parents and families in a partnership which supports 
the academic work t)f children at home and shared educatic^nal decisionmaking 

at schix')l. 



■ Parents ami families will help ti^ ensure that schools are adequately suppcuted and will 
hold sclux^ls and teachers to high standards o\ accountability. 



Introduction 



The 1995 National Education Goals Report represents 
the mid-point of an unprecedented national, state, 
and community commitment to reform and renew edu- 
cation — the achievement of the National Educatitui 
Goals. These Goals state that hy the year 2000: 

1) All children in America will start school ready to 
learn* 

2) The high school graduation rate will increase to at 
least 90 percent. 

3) All students will leave Grades 4, 8, and 12 having 
demonstrated competency over challenging subject 
matter including English, mathematics, science, for- 
eign languages, civics and government, economics, 
arts, history, and geography, and every school in 
America will ensure that all students learn to use 
their minds well, so they may be prepared for respon- 
sible citizenship, further learning, and productive 
employment in our Nation's modem economy. 

4) The Nation's teaching force will have access to pro- 
grams for the continued improvement of their pro- 
fessional skills and the opportunity to acquire the 
knowledge and skills needed to instruct and prepare 
all American students for the next century. 

5) United States students will be first in the world in 
mathematics and science achievement. 

6) Every adult American will be literate and will pos- 
sess the knowledge and skills necessary to compete 
in a global economy and exercise the rights and 
responsibilities of citizenship. 

7) Every school in the United States will be free of 
drugs, violence, and the unauthorized presence of 
firearms and alcohol and will offer a disciplined 
environment conducive to learning. 



8) Every school will promote partnerships that will 
increase parental involvement and participation in 
promoting the social, emotional, and academic 
growth of children. 

The National Education Goals represent a framework 
for improvement — an understanding that a quality edu- 
cation can no loiiger he viewed as an "eve* ' that happens 
within four walls, hut begins before birth, continues 
throuc];hout life, and involves all sectors of the conmiunit^*. 

Progress Since the 1989 Summit 

This fifth report represents a chance to reflect on 
progress made since the 1989 Education Summit and 
the adoption of the Goals in 1990. At the national 
level, we have made positive strides in many areas, 
including the following: 

Goal 1 — Ready to Learn: 

• From 1990 to 1992, the percentage of mothers receiv- 
ing prenatal care in the first trimester increased from 
76% to 78%. Increases occurred for each racial/eth- 
nic group. 

• The percentage of children born with one or more 
health risks decreased from 37% to 35% from 1990 to 
1992. 

Goal 3 — Student Achievement and Citizenship: 

• The percentage of 4th and 8th graders who scored at 
the Proficient or Advanced levels on the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) mathe- 
matics assessments increased from 1990 to 1992. B^r 
4th graders, the percentage increased from 1 V>b to 
18%, while for 8th graders, the percentage increased 
from 20% to 25%. 
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• Participation rates in the Advanced Placement pro- 
gram, though still relatively low, climbed from 1991 
to 1995, particularly in core subject areas such as 
English, mathematics, science, and history. 

• Voter registration and vcUing, indicators of responsi- 
ble citizenship, increased from 1988 to 1992. Among 
young voters (18 to 20 years old), registration rates 
climbed from 48% to 5 3%, while voting rates 
climbed from 35%> to 42%. 

Goal 5 — Mathematics and Science: 

• The number of undergraduate and graduate science 
degrees awarded increased for both men and women 
and in each racial/ethnic gr./up from 1990 to 199.3. 

Goal 6 — Adult Literacy and Lifelong Learning: 

• More adults reported taking adult education courses 
in 1995 than in 1991. 

However, in other cases, we have fallen further 
behind: 

Goal 6 — Adult Literacy and Lifelong Learning: 

• Although overall participation in adult education 
increased from 1991 to 1995, the gap widened 
between adults who have a high school diploma or 
less and those who have additional postsecondary 
education or technical training. 

Goal 7 — Safe, Disciplined, and Alcohol- and 
Drug-free Schools: 

• Overall use of drugs, particularly marijuana, increased 
in Grades 8, 10, and 12. From 1991 to 1994> at- 
school drug use also increased among 8th and lOth 
graders. 

• From 1991 to 1994> disapproval of marijuana use 
declined among students in Grades 8, 10, and 12. 
Eighth and 10th graders' disapproval of binge drink- 
ing also declined. 

• More 12th graders reported skipping class in 1994 
than in 1990. 

• A larger percentage v)f public school teachers repc^rt- 
ed being threatened or injured by a student from their 
school in 1994 than in 199]. 



• From 1991 to 1994i more secondary school teachers 
reported that student misbehavior often interfered 
with their teaching. 

Among the states, there have also been improve- 
ments: 

Goal 1 — Ready to Learn: 

• Rates of prenatal care in the first trimester improved 
in 45 states and the District of Columbia. 

• The proportion of young children with disabilities 
ser\'ed by preschool programs increased in 44 states. 

Goal 3 — Student Achievement and Citizenship: 

• From 1991 to 1995, more than 40 states had an 
increase in the number of English, mathematics, and 
science Advanced Placement examinations receiving 
grades of 3 or higher; more than 30 had an increase in 
the number of history examinations receiving grades 
of 3 or higher. 

Goal 5 — Mathematics and Science: 

• The use of calculators in the classroom is a type of 
instruction recommended by mathematics education 
experts. Between 1990 and 1992, the percentage of 
teachers reporting at least weekly calculator use in the 
classroom increased in 23 of 34 states. 

Goal 6 — Adult Literacy and Lifelong Learning: 

• Between 1988 and 1992, voter registration rates 
increased in 19 states and the District of Columbia, 
and voting rates increased in 31 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

But, there are also areas where the news is not as 
encouraging: 

Goal 3 — Student Achievement and Citizenship: 

• The percentage of 8th giaders scoring at the Proficient 
or Advanced levels on the NAEP mathematics assess- 
ment increa:>ed in only 9 states from 1990 to 1992. 

Goal 5 — Mathematics and Science: 

• Only three states came close to the two highest per- 
forming countries on an international mathematics 
comparison conducted in 1991.

Goal 7 — Safe, Disciplined, and Alcohol- and 
Drug-free Schools: 

• Between 1991 and 1993, only two states showed a 
decrease in overall use of alcohol. 

Focusing our attention on "where we are" and how 
far wc need to go to reach the National Education 
Goals, however, is only part of the story. To help states 
and communities continue to move forward, the Goals 
Panel has created a variety of tools to support Goal 
achievement and education reform efforts. 



Serving the States and Communities 

Supporting State and Community Development of 
Academic Standards and Assessments 

There has been commitment among the Goals Panel 
members from its inception that academic standards 
backed by valid assessments are an important part of 
reaching the Natioi>.il Education Goals, hnplicit in 
Goal 3, Student Achievement and Citizenship, is the 
belief that its attainment is dependent on the develop- 
ment of rigorous academic standards. The Panel also 
believes that the most important venues for the devel- 
opment of academic standards and assessments are states 
and communities. 

To assist states and communities in answering the 
question, "What will educational success look like?" the 
Panel will undertake the following during the coming 
year: 

• Develop a description of "world-class" academic stan- 
dards. One of the most pressing needs as states and 
school districts develop academic standards is tn 
know what world-class academic standards truly look 
like. A resource group will be created to answer the 
following questions: 

— What do competitor nations expect of their stu- 
dents? 

— What do high-performance workplaces expect of 
entering employees? 

— What are the admissions requirements of leading 
colleges and universities? 

By building on the work of organizations who have 
collected information of this type, the Goals Panel 
will expand the current base of knowledge on inter- 



national academic standards and make it available to 
state and local policymakers and parents. 

• Focus on assessment and measurement of student 
achievement. The Goals Panel w .il create a resource 
group to offer guidance to states and school districts 
in examining the issues surrounding assessment and 
measurement, as well as suggestions on implementa- 
tion. In addition, the Goals Panel will make infor- 
mation available to state and local policymakers and 
the public, to broaden their understanding of these 
often complicated issues. 

• Provide feedback to states and communities on the 
creation of academic standards and assessments- 
States and communities that have accepted the diiti- 
cult task of developing academic standards and assess- 
ments will at some point confront the questions: 

— Are these good enough? 

— How do they compare to world-class benchmarks? 

By offering to provide feedback through a voluntary 
"peer-review" process, the Goals Panel will enhance 
the efforts of states and communities. 

• Compile an inventory of Academic Standards-Relat- 
ed Activities. The Goals Panel has created an inven- 
tory of various organizations' activities related to the 
development of academic standards. This inventory 
explores the work of 26 organizations in promoting 
and strengthening the movement toward the devel- 
opment of state academic standards and performance 
assessments, and helps to answer the following ques- 
tions: 

— Who is conducting work concerning world-class 
standards? 

. — Who is developing performance standards and 
assessments? 

— Who is giving states and local school districts 
technical assistance and feedback on their stan- 
dards? 

— Who is developing comments on content stan- 
dards? 

— Who is informing educators and the public? 

— Who in the business community is involved with 
standards? 



Providing Tools to Reach the Goals 

The Community Action Tiiolkit 

Created to help answer the qiiesriim, ''What can 1 do 
at die local level T the Toolkit oHers an array ot materi- 
als and information to help communities build hrtiad- 
hased support and participation in the democratic 
process of setting; and achieving; local education i^oals — 
tools that can add power or accelerate local educatitm 
improvement activities. 

The Tmlkit follows the "Goals Process/' vSimply put, 
the Goals Process helps communities figure out where 
they need and want to t»o, where they are in relatitm to 
that destination, and what they have to do to <^et frtnn 
one point to the other. Through the Gtnds Process, 
communities set ambitious but realistic targets for edu- 
cational improvements, assess their current strengths 
and weaknesses, chart a ccnirse ot aggressive action to 
reach their goals, and regularly report back to their cc^n- 
stituents about goal achievement. 

To do this, the Toolkit contains five guidebooks: 

• Guide U) Cjoah and StamLmh — provides an overview 
on the NatitMial Education Goals.and effc^rts to create 
academic standards. 

• C](>jnjnunif\ OiTranir/nq: Guide — details a step-by-step 
process to m(.ibili:e communities to achieve the 
Goals; includes suggestions such as how to create a 
leadership team and implement strategies. 

• Loccd Gocds Relnntin^ Handbook — describes how to 
set up a local acctuintability process; otters sugges- 
tions on the kinds ot questions to ask at the local 
level Xo get started. 

• CiHic/e to Gettinji Gut Your Wessa^^e — teatures infor- 
mation to increase the impact ot grassroots communi- 
cation techniques; includes sample materials such as 
news releases, speeches, articles, and public service 
announcements. 

• ^Kesoinvc* Directory — provides a quick reterence guide 
to many organizations and reading materials that can 
support and enrich a cmnmunitv campaign to reach 
the National Education Cjoals or local goals.

vices through electronic means: the Coalition for Goals 
2000, the U.S. Department of Education, and The Daily 
Report Card. Users of these ser\*ices can gather informa- 
tion on how much progress is being made toward the 
Goals, prcMuising programs being used throughout the 
states and comuiunities to reach the Goals, and Goals 
Panel initiatives. 

Earlier this year, the Gcnils Panel contracted with the 
Glial it itin for Gtnils 2000 to create a customized area on 
Goal Line, the Coalition s education retorm online 
network. GOAL LlNE was created to increase the scale 
and pace ot grass rotns education ref^irm by enabling per- 
sons interested in education to share »*~formation and 
eftective programs with each other. The Panels public 
presence on Gt^^AL LiNE provides that service and 
includes such information as tacts and information 
about the Goals Panel and its role, a publication list, an 
interactive area for GOAL LlNE subscribers to seek infor- 
mation directly from staff, and a news area to inform 
users of Goals Panel act^'ities. Many publications are 
available directly online and are contained in the Goals 
Panel database, allowing users to search Goals Reports 
and other Panel documents easily. 

in addition, the Cjoals Panel, in conjunction with the 
U.S. Department of Education Online Librarv,' will be 
creating a World Wide Web Home Page. The' 1994 and 
1995 Goals Reports will be available in 1995, with the 
J99i . 1992, and 1993 Goals Reports and the Communi- 
ty Action Toolkit becoming available in 1996. The 
U.S. Department of Education's Online Library also 
otters selected Goals Panel publications as well as a vari- 
ety ot documents on family involvement and education 
research and statistics. 

This year the 1994 and 1995 Goals Reports also will 
be available on CD-ROM for users of both IBM and 
xMacintosh computers. The C'D-ROM will pennit u.sers 
to create customized Goals reports by enabling u.sers to 
view, search (by state. Goal, or indicator), copy, and 
print any portion ot the Goals Reports as well as allow 
the user to edit text. 

Through The Daily Report i\ird, an online education 
newsletter, the Panel supports the di.stribution of infonna- 
lion on how state and local educatitm reforms are pro- 
gressing nationwide to help communities find ways to 
reach the Naiion.il Education Goals. Readers include 
governors, state legislators, university faculty, school 
superintendents, teachers, other school t»tticials, and the 
general public.

The documents which comprise the 1995 Cioah Report 
are also tools to serve states and communities. The 
National and State Data Volinncs prox'ide in-depth infor- 
mation on the progress we have made at the national 
level and the amount ot progress individual states have 
made agairist their own baselines. The Core Report exam- 
ines a set ot apprcwimately two dozen core indicators and 
describes how tar we are trom our destination. In addi- 
tion, the Core Report and the Executive Summai-^j one 
step further and share ideas on how we can move closer to 
Goal achievement. Specifically, they emphasize the 
basic, yet vital, role that families play in educating their 
children and in ultimately reaching all ot the Goals. 
They provide examples of what states and communities 
are doin^ to strengthen the link between tamilies and 
^chools, hi^hli^eht school -based programs, and provide 
contact information. 



At the mid-point of this decade-Ion^ process, we have 
seen some success toward Goal achievement, but we also 
have seen sonK' failure. In order to sustain our successes, 
and to turn around our tailures, we need the involvement 
of everyone — families, students, educators, business 
leaders, policymakers, and other community members. 

The tools listed above can assist in creatiniz successes 
at the state and ccnnmunity levels by defining what we 
mean by "world-class" ^tandards, helpin.Li; to organize 
communities to achieve the Goals, and providin<z exam- 
ples on how to support that critical connection between 
the school and the family.

General Information 

Accuracy of Data 

The accuracy of any statistic is Jetcrniincd by the joint 
ottccts of '\samphng" and "nonsaniplintr" errors. Esti- 
mates based on a sample will differ somewhat from the 
fi<iures that would have been obtained it a complete 
census had been taken usinj:^ the same survey instru- 
ments, instructions, and procedures, addition to such 
samplin^i errors, all surveys, both universe and sample, 
are subject to desii»n» reportint^, and processin^i errors 
and errors due to nonresponse. To the extent possible, 
these nonsamplinj^ errors are kept to a minimum by 
methods built into the survey procedures. In ^lenenil, 
however, the effects of nonsamplin^ errors are more dif- 
ficult to .uau^e than those produced by samplin*: vari- 
ability. 

Sampling Errors 

The samples used in surveys are selected from a lart^e 
number of possible samples of the same size that could 
have been selected usin^ the same sample desij^n.

Nonsampling Errors 

Universe and sample surveys are subject to nonsamplin^ 
errors.

^ National Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP) 

NAEP is a survey of the educational achievement of 
American students and changes in that achievement 
across time. Since 1969, NAEP has assessed the 
achievement of national samples of 9-, 13-, and 17- 
year-old students in puhlic and private schools. In 
1983, it expanded the samples so that grade-level 
results could be reported. 

The assessments, conducted annually until the 1979- 
80 school year and biennially since then, have 
included periodic measures of student performance in 
reading, mathematics, science, writing, U.S. history, 
civics, geography, and other subject areas. NAEP 
also collects demographic, curricular, and instruc- 
titmal background information from students, teach- 
ers, and school administrators. 

in 1988, Congress added a new dimension to NAEP 
by authorizing, on a trial basis, voluntary participa- 
tion of public schools in state-level assessments. 

National Assessment Governing Board (NAGB) 
Achievement Levels 

The NAEP data shown under Goal 3 should be inter- 
prered with caution. The Goals Panels performance 
standard classifies student performance according to 
achievement levels devised by the National Assess- 
ment Governing Board. These achievement level 
data have been previously reported by the National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES). Students 
wnth NAEP scores falling below the Goals Panels 
performance standard have been classified as "Basic" 
or beU:)w; those above have been classified as "Profi- 
cient'' or "Advanced." 

The h'AGB achievement levels represent a useful way 
of categorizing overall performance cm the NAEP. 
They are also consistent with the Panels efforts to 
report such performance against a high-criterion stan- 
dard. However, both NAGB and the Commissioner of 
NCES regard the achievement levels as developmen- 
tal; the reader of this Report is advised to inter|:>ret the 
achievement levels with cauticMi. 



NAGB has established standards for reporting the 
results of the National Assessment of Educational 
Progress. This effort has resulted in three achieve- 
ment levels: basic, proficient, and advanced. The 
NAGB achievement levels are reasoned judgements 
of what students should know and be able to do. 
They are attempts to characterize overall student per- 
formance in particular subject matter. Readers 
should exercise caution, however, in making particu- 
lar inferences about what students at each level actu- 
ally know and can do. A NAEP assessment is a com- 
plex picture of student achievement and applying 
external standards for performance is a difficult task. 
Evaluation studies completed and under way have 
raised questions about the degree to which the stan- 
dards in the NAGB achievement levels are actually 
reflected in an assessment and, hence, the degree to 
which inferences about actual performance can be 
made from these achievement levels. The Goals 
Panel acknowledges these limitations but believes 
that, used with caution, these levels convey impor- 
tant information about how American students are 
faring in reaching Goal 3. 

Basic: This level, belovj proficient, denotes partial mas- 
tery of knowledge and skills that are fundamental for pro- 
ficient work at each ^ade — 4, 8, and 12. ¥ov twelfth 
grade, this is higher than minimum competency skills 
(which are normally taught in elementary and junior 
high school) and covers significant elements of stan- 
dard high-school-level work. 

Proficient: This central level represents solid academic 
performance for each grade tested — 4,8, and 12. It 
reflects a consensus that students reaching this level 
have demonstrated competency over challenging 
subject matter and are well prepared for the next 
level of schooling. At grade 12, the proficient level 
encompasses a body of subject-matter knowledge and 
analytical skills, of cultural literacy and insight, that 
all high school graduates should have for democratic 
citizenship, responsible adulthood, and productive 
work. 

Advanced: This higher level siginfies superior perfor- 
mance beyoiid proficient grade-level mastery at grades 4, 
8, and 12. For twelfth grade, the advanced level 
shows readiness for rigorous college courses, 
advanced training, or employment requiring 
advanced academic achievement. 

In 1992, 4^ jurisdictions (states and territories) par- 
ticipated in the 4th grade reading assessments. In 
1994> 44 jurisdicticms participated in the voluntary 
program. However, twc^ states, Idaho and Michigan, 
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Jul not meet the minimum school participation 
guidelines tor public schools; therefore, their school 
results were not released. Also, Washington, D.C, 
withdrew from the Trial State Assessment alter the 
data collection phase. It shtmld also he noted that 
Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee, and Wiscmisin did not satis- 
ty one ot the izuidelines tor school sample participa- 
tion rates.

h^tert^atioi^al compari.sons have been draw n between 
count ries part icipating in the 1991 Interi^ational 
Assessment of Educational Progress (1 AEP) and 
states participating in the 1992 NAEP. Representa- 
ti\'e samples ot 9- and 1 ^-year-old students were test- 
ed ii^ mathematics in 20 ctuu^tries. Tho.sc countries 
decided to adopt the 1990 NAEP objectives in m<ith- 
em.uics as a blueprint for the construction ol the 
lAEP mathematics assessment. E\ en with differ- 
ences in the target population tind liming, there was 
sub.stant lal overlap between the NAEP .uul the lAEP. 
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By linking the I AEP scale to the N AEP scale it is pos- 
sible to predict the percentages of I 3-vear-'olds in 
each c)f the 20 countries that participated in the 1991 
I AEP in mathematics who would have performed at 
or above each of the three achievement levels estab- 
lished by the NAGB for U.S. students. These predic- 
tions can then be compared with actual performance 
of U.S. eij^hth graders in public schools in the 1992 
mathematics assessment with respect to these same 
criteria. For this Report, the highest scoring counties 
(Korea, Switzerland, and Taiwan) were selected for 
comparison to the United States. Mathematics data 
are presented only for the 42 states and territories 
that participated in the 1992 NAEP. See technical 
notes for Goal 3 regarding NAEP and NAGB under 
footnotes 8 and 9.

Goal 6: Adult Literacy and Lifelong Learning 

The Department of Education and the Educational 
Testing Service (ETS) characterized the literacy ot 



America's adults in terms of three "literacy scales" 
representing distinct and important aspects of litera- 
cy; prose, document, and quantitative literacy. Each 
of the literacy scales, which range from 0 to 500, are 
as follows: 

Prose literacy - the knowledge and skills needed to 
understand and use information from texts that 
include editorials, news stories, poems, and fiction; 
for example, finding a piece of information in a news- 
paper article, interpreting instructions from a warran- 
ty, inferring a theme from a poem, or contrasting 
views expressed in an editorial. 

Level I - Most of the tasks in this level require the 
reader to read relatively short text to locate a sin- 
gle piece of information which is identical to or 
synonymous with the information given in the 
question or directive. It plausible but inc(^rrect 
information is present in the text, it tends not to 
be located near the correct information. 

Level 2 - Some tasks in this level require readers to 
locate a single piece ot intormation in the text; 
however, several distractors or plausible but incor- 
rect pieces of information may be present, or low- 
level inferences may be required. Other tasks 
require the reader to integrate two or more pieces 
of information or to compare and contrast easily 
identitiable intormation based on a criterion pro- 
vided in the question or directive. 

Level 3 - Tasks in this level tend to require readers 
to make literal or synonymous matches between 
the text and intormation given in the task, or to 
make matches that require low- level inferences. 
Other tasks ask readers to integrate information 
from dense or lengthy text that contains no organi- 
zational aids such as headings. Readers may also be 
asked to generate a response based on information 
that can be easily identified in the text. Distract- 
ing information is present, but is not located near 
the correct intormation. 

Level 4 - These tasks require readers to pertorm 
multiple-feature matches and to integrate or syn- 
thesize information from complex or lengthy pas- 
sages. More complex inferences are needed to per- 
form successfully. Conditional intormation is 
frequently present in tasks at this level and must be 
taken into consideration by the reader. 

Level 5 - Some tasks in this le\'el require the reader 
to search for information in dense text which con- 
tains a number of plausible distractors. Others ask 
readers to make high-level interences or use spe- 
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cialized background kncnvlcd^c. Some tasks ask 
readers to contrast complex intormation. 

Document literacy - the knowledge and skills 
required to locate and use information cotnained in 
materials that include job applications, payroll forms, 
transportation schedules, maps, tables, and graphs; 
for example, locating a particular intersection on a 
street map, using a schedule to choose the appropri- 
ate bus, or entering information on an application 
form. 

Level 1 - Tasks in this level tend to require the 
reader either to locate a piece of information based 
on a literal match or to enter information from 
personal knowledge onto a document. Little, if 
any, distracting information is present. 

Level 2 - Tasks in this level are more varied than 
those in Level 1. Some require the readers to 
match a single piece of information; however, sev- 
eral distractors may be present, or the match may 
require low-level inferences. Tasks in this level 
may also ask the reader to cycle through intorma- 
tion in a document or to integrate information 
from various parts of a document. 

Lei-el 3 - Some tasks in this level require the reader 
to integrate multiple pieces of information from 
one or more documents. Others ask readers to 
cycle through rather complex tables or graphs 
which contain information that is irrelevant or 
inappropriate to the task. 

Level 4 - Tasks in this level, like those at the previ- 
ous levels, ask readers to perform multiple-feature 
matches, cycle through documents, and integrate 
information; however, they ^ ^uire a greater degree 
of inferencing. Many of these tasks require readers 
to provide numerous responses but do not desig- 
njite how many responses are needed. Conditional 
information is alsc^ present in the document tasks 
at this level and must be taken into account by the 
reader. 

Level 5 - Tasks in this level require the reader to 
search through complex displays that contain mul- 
tiple distractors, to make high-level text-based 
inferences, and to use specialized knowledge. 

Quantitative literacy - the knowledge and skills 
required to apply arithmetic operations, either alone 
or sequentially, using numbers embedded in printed 
materials; for example, balancing a checkbook, figur- 
ing out a tip, completing an order form, or determin- 
ing the amount of interest from a loan advertisement. 



Lei'el J - Tasks in this level require readers to per- 
form single, relatively simple arithmetic opera- 
tions, such as addition. The numbers to be used 
are provided and the arithmetic operation to be 
performed is specified. 

Level 2 - Tasks in this level typically require read- 
ers to perform a single operation using numbers 
that are either stated in the task or easily located in 
the material. The operation to he performed may 
be stated in the question or easily determined from 
the format of the material (for example, an order 
form). 

Level 3 - In tasks in this level, two or more numbers 
are typically needed to solve the problem, and these 
must be found in the material. The operation{s) 
needed can he determined from the arithmetic rela- 
tion terms used in the question or directive. 

Level 4 - These tasks tend to require readers to per- 
form two or more sequential operations or a single 
operation in which the quantities are found in dif- 
ferent types of displays, or the operations must be 
inferred from semantic information given or drawn 
from prior knowledge. 

Level 5 - These tasks require readers to perform 
multiple operations sequeiitially. They must dis- 
embcd the features of the problem from text or rely 
on background knowledge to determine the quan- 
tities or operations needed. 

Twelve states (California, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Louisiana, New Jersey New York, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, Texas, and Washington) participated in the 
1992 State Adult Literacy Survey. The Oregon 
Progress Board conducted an independent study in 
1990, which was validated by the Educational Testing 
Service. Adults aged 16-65 participated in the 1990 
Oregon study; in other states which participated in 
1992, the sample included adults aged 16 and older.
